REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention, as follows: 

Independent claim 1, as amended, recites inter alia, an embedded logic portion 
including a processor and a second JTAG circuit coupled to a first JTAG circuit and to 
the processor, wherein the second JTAG circuit includes TAP controller coupled to a 
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second instruction register and to a second plurality of data registers, and at least some 
of the second plurality of data registers in the second JTAG circuit are designed to 
perform functions that are not performed by the first plurality of data registers. 

Independent claim 1 1 , as amended, recites inter alia, a second JTAG circuit 
having a second plurality of data registers, at least some of the first plurality of data 
registers being designed to perform functions not performed by the second plurality of 
data registers. 

Independent claim 21, as amended, recites inter alia, performing a second set of 
functions using second data registers in the second JTAG circuit, wherein at least some 
of the second set of functions performed by the second data registers are different than 
the first set of functions performed by the first data registers. 

Independent claim 27, as amended, recites inter alia, a multiplexer having a first 
input coupled to the first JTAG circuit and a second input coupled to the second JTAG 
circuit, wherein the second plurality of data registers are designed to perform functions 
that are not performed by the first plurality of data registers. 

Consequently, independent claims 1, 11, 21 and 27 are allowed over the prior 
arts of record. Claims 2-10, 12-20 and 22, 23, 25 and 26 are directly or indirectly 
depended upon the independent claims and therefore are also allowable.
